Sikestoh, Feb. 27.- < barles E. Dov­ 
er, cashier of the old 
Citizens Bank 
of Sikeston, is 
entirely 
responsible 
for any irregularities 
in the affairs 
of the Kansas City Joint Stock Land 
Bank which have come to light thru 
the closing of the former institution, 
C. F. Bruton, agent for the Kansas 
City Loan Bank declared today. 
Money for the loans which 
were 
made to Homer Decker, a prominent 
farmer in this vicinrty, were turned 
over to Dover at the bank, together 
with a letter oi instructions to 
pay 
off the noteholders at once, Bruton 
declared. Dover failed to do this, and 
in spite of frequent questioning by 
Bruton, continued to fail to do so, the 
land bank representative said. 
“A check covering the amount of 
the loan was sent to Mr. Decker and 
myself when the loan was approved”, 
Bruton told 
The 
Missourian today. 
The check was made payable to both 
of us and was indorsed and turned 
over to Dover to pay off notes on the 
land. Dover assured us, as he had as­ 
sured many people, that he could car­ 
ry on the business faster than 
we 
could, and we allowed him to do it. 
rA letter of instructions was 
at­ 
tached to the checks, ordering him to 
pay over the money to the note hold­ 
ers and deposit 
the remainder 
to 
Decker’s 
credit. 
I 
questioned him 
about the matter many times, asking 
that the notes, if they had been re­ 
deemed be turned over. Dover put us 
off each time, invariably stating that 
the matter was coming through and 
would be fixed soon. 
“Examination oi the batik s books 
after the 'bank was closed 
showed 
that Dover, instead of paying out the 
money according to the instructions 
of the bank and myself, gave 
the 
gentleman who was making the loan 
credit on the bank’s books for it. 
“This was not the first time that 
this happened, either. Correspondence 
in the records of the bank will show 
that there are at least five cases in 
which a similar thing occurred.

one case an incident caused the cash­ 
ier some uneasiness and money.

use of farm im plem ents and machines 
by farm ers will m ake profitable 
the 
use of practically all im plem ents and 
m achines needed in the com munity. 
The rush of spring work will soon 
be on us, ahd all im plem ents and m a­ 
chine- shuold be overhauled and re ­ 
paired right away. 
hile it usually 
pays to replace badly worn and brok­ 
en p arts for several years, it is talse 
economy to atte m p t to use worn out 
im plem ents 
and 
machines, 
as 
too 
much tim e is wasted with breakages. 
A lot of good tim e and moneyvare lost 
every year through farm ers a tte m p t­ 
ing to farm w ith worn-out tools and 
implements. 
The plow 
is the most 
im p o rtan t tillage implement, awl is 
the im plem ent first used in the spring 
by m ost farm ers. 
Especial attention 
should be given this im plem ent 
a t 
once. 
All broken 
p arts 
and badly 
worn parts should l>e replaced. 
All 
bolts should he tightened, and 
the 
plow should then be sharpened and 
an e x tra point purchased. 
'1 he plow must go into the ground, 
scour all the time and pulverize and 
mix the ea rth particles vjjhile turning 
them over. 
The failure of a plow to 
go into the ground is usually due to 
im proper setting, dull point or rust 
on 
w earing 
parts. 
The failure 
to 
scour is usually due to rust on w ear­ 
ing p a rts , to poor fitting between the 
share or point and moldboard, to poor 
tem per and to poor setting. 
The soil should alw ays be thorough­ 
ly fined before planting.

intelligently anti no man should think 
,of comlucting farming operations on

jsaving machines.

use of farm implements and machines 
by farmers will make profitable 
the 
use of practically all implements and 
¡machines needed in the community. 
The rush of spring work will soon 


1m* on tis. and all implements and ma 
chines *hu<dd be overhauled and re­ 
paired right away. 
While it usually 
pays to replace badly worn anti brok­ 
en parts for several years, it is false 
economy to attem pt to u^e worn out 
implements 
and 
machines, 
as 
too 
much time is wasted with breakages. 
A lot of good time and money are lost 
every year through farmers attempt- 
ing-to farm with worn-out tools ant 
implements. 
The plow 
is the most 
important tillage implement, anti is 
the implement first used in the spring 
by most farmers. 
Especial attention 
should be given this implement 
at 
once. 
All broken 
parts 
and badly 
worn parts should be replaced. 
All 
bolt 
should 1m* tightened, and 
the 
plow should then Ik* sharpened and 
an extra point purchased. 
1 he plow must go into the ground, 
scour all the time antl pulverize and 
mix the earth particles while turning 
them over. 
The failure of a plow to 
go into the ground is usually due to 
improper setting, dull point or rust 
on 
wearing 
parts. 
The failure 
to 
scour is usually due to rust on wear­ 
ing parts, to poor fitting between the 
share or point and moldboard, to poor 
temper and to poor setting. 
The soil should always be thorough­ 
ly fined before Ranting. 
The disk 
harrow, 
the 
spring-tooth, the acme 
and the peg-tooth harrows are the im­ 
plements to use after the plow to put 
the soil in first c la s s condition for 
seed. 
The disk harrow should usual­ 
ly 1m* used to reduce sod, turf 
and 
c lo d s U'hind the plow. 
The spring- 
toth harrow does good work 
among 
roots and stumps and 
rocks where 
other harrows accomplish little good. 
It pulverizes soil much deeper than 
the Acme or peg-tooth, but it cannot 
be used to advantage right behind the 
plow where much 
vegetable m atter
